SPORTS CENTRE IN ESTONIA 


If you ever come to Tallinn 
they will surely take you round 
tbs Olympic sailing centre, 
which the I98Q Olympics made 
as popular In Estonia as Tallinn 
Itself aud its old architectural 
monuments. But that occurred 
not only because It was the venue 
for the Olympic regatta— the 
sailing centre is now the focus 
of sports activities In Estonia. 

No soonei had its construc- 
tion begun than an elaboration 
of a programme for its post- 
Olympic activities got underway, 
centre director Voldemar Pro- 
met totd me when 1 visited him. 
He showed me round the sports 
complex and I could not alqp 
wondering at Its Olympic-like , 
schedule. From early morning 
till late at night the centre is 
crammed with national teams, 
Estonian squads, people of all 
sges, who come over there to 
physically charge up as it were. 
One -of the oulldinga houses the 
physical training department of 
Ihe Tallinn Teachers' Training 
Institute. 

“Ollice and factory workers 
from Tallinn's 50-add enterprises 
are building up their health at 
the centre," says Voldemar Pro- 
met. “They come over after 


hours to swim in the 25 m pool, 
play basketball or volleyball, 
and build up muscles in the 
weightlifting and general 
physical training halls. The 
centre also operates joggers' 
clubs and a rehabilitative 
physical training club. Recently 
we opened a swimming pool for 
the beginners attended by chil- 
dren aged between Gve and 
seven. All In all, some 150 chil- 
dren come to swim here thrice 
a week, and the coaches are 
would-be trainers, who currently 
study at the Tallinn Teachers' 
Training Institute. . . 

Over 400 people go In for 
yachting there on a regular 
basis. Recently, says Promat, we 
held the annual Baltic. rogalta. 

It would appear that the 
centre organizers have fulfilled 
everything they had originally 
conceived, bkt the young hard- 
driving Voldemar Promet has 
lots of other schemes on his 
mtod. The most Immediate of 
them Is to hold a regatta in the 
Bay of Tallinn involving cruis- 
ing yachts, which are gaining 
in popularity now.

The American Department of 
Justice has announced lhat as 
many os 72 union activists have 
been brought to court lo date, 
and could be jailed on the first 
request of the Federal authori- 
ties. According to a Federal 
Aviation Administration spokes- 
man, over 6,000 dismissal 
notices havo been issued lo the 
strikers. The government has 
announced that the notices ex- 
tend to all strikers without ex- 
ception.

The kindergarten has rooms for mu- 
sic, dancing, sporls, games and study and has 
Us own art gallery. 

Doctors keep a dose watch over the children 
and often meet their parents to give them advice 
on how to ensure that their offspring grow up 
Into healthy youngsters: they suggest Improved 
diet and dally routine. The charges at Ihe Zvyoz- 
doebka kindergarten receive regular checks by 
Burgeons, physiotherapists, dentisls and other 
specialists. During a fly outbreak hi Kiev tbls 
spring none of the Zvyozdochka charges were 
taken 111, which gives credit to the medical staff 
there.

A computer distributes the 
water resources, of the Rivor Ze* 
ravshan In Uzbekistan. It spe- 
cifies the beliavlour of (lows 
feeding the reservoirs. This is 
the first time that It hos become 
possible to control such a vast 
system of water resources In the 
Soviet Union. The Samarkand 
regional Irrigation systems alone, 
fed by tire waters of the Zerav- 
shan, consist of 15,000 km of 
canals, hundreds of hydrotech- 
nical facilities and dozeus of 
pumping stations. And this river 
Irrigates vast areas in other re- 
gions os well. 

The Zcravshan Itself Is full of 
surprises. The behaviour of the 
thawing glaciers in tho river's 
upper reaches Is changing, as Is 
the behaviour of underground 
streams and Bprlngs In tho lower 
reaches. Meanwhile .tire liver's 
waters are swollen by rushing 
rainwater. Therefore, before they
